P runing Young G rape V ines 
P erhaps the most common m istake 
in pruning your grape vines is that 
of leaving t«x> much wood. 
In their 
desire to secure 
immediate 
returns 
growers not infrequently allow their 
vines to overbear during their second 
and third years in the vineyard, and 
this results in the perm anent d etri­ 
ment of the vines. 
The early piun- 
ing of grape vines has as its object 
the development of a vigorous root 
system and the establishm ent of 
a 
eysttm of training; and under 
no 
o nsideration should the vines be al­ 
lowed to «produce 
fruit 
the second 
year, and 
only 
the 
moAi vigorous 
v nes should be perm itted to f ru it the 
third year. 
Unless p ro p er pruning is 
given the vines the?-- first two 
or 
three years in the vineyard it 
may 
become necessary to cut them to th~ 
greund and s ta rt all over again, says 
H. G. Sw artw out of the Missouri ( ol 
lege of Agriculture. 
To prune vines a fte r their 
first 
season’s grow th in the vineyard all 
the canes or shoots th a t grew the 
previous sum m er are cut away' but 
i ne and that is cut back totw o buds 
* r eyes, the sam e kind of 
pruning 
is th a t given the tops of vinris at tht 
rime of setting. 
The effect of this 
heavy pruning is to concentrate the 
whole energy of tho vines into 
the 
development of one strong vigorous 
shoot. 
A num ber of 
shoots usually 
tart from the two eyes left on the 
vines but all should b.* removed but 
one. 
This one* is to form the pel 
m anent trunk of the vine and stow'd 
be tied to the lower wire of the tre l­ 
lis and again to the upper wire. 
If 
vigorous it is usually pinched off as 
soon as it reaches the height ol .h 
top wire to force out laterals: 
but, 
if (,nly m oderately vigorous no sum ­ 
m er pinching should be done. 
The w ay in which the v im s 
are 
pruned at the end of the second year 
in the 
vinueyard 
depends on 
iht 
growth 
they 
have 
made. 
W here 
»trong laterals have 
been produced 
the vines are pruned to leave 
one 
lateral to 
run 
in rith o r 
direction 
along each wire of a two wire trellis. 
The lateral- 
should 
be 
shortened, 
however, to leave a total of not more 
th an 10 or 12 buds or eyes to 
each 
vine. 
W hen no strong laterals arc 
produced the vines am* pruned to 
a 
.ingle 
cane, 
reaching 
from

ground to the top wire. 
Vines that 
have not made a good grow th should 
he cut back to two buds or at least

Do Not Burn Your Stalks 
There are many farm ers who seem 
to think th a t all stalks must 
be r a k ­ 
ed and burned in order to grow 
a 
successful crop on th a t land 
for the 
following year. 
In some 
few cases 
these very men who follow the p ra c ­ 
tice o f burning stalks are men 
who 
use fertilizer. 
It 
is quite 
evident 
that these men are unaw are 
th at 
these stalks burned contain an 
a p ­ 
preciable am ount of he same plant 
foods that they are supply by 
the 
use of 
com m ercial 
fertilizer, 
yet 


such is the case. 
A crop of cotton of one bale 
per 
acre wall remove in the leaves, seed, 
stalks and bolls about 75 pounds of 
nitrogen, .54 pounds of potash and 25 
pounds of phosphoric acid. 
A little 
m ore than one-half of this plant food 
is reu trn ed to the soil if the 
leaves, 
stalks and b u rrs are plowed under. A 
:•( rn crop producing 75 bushels 
of 
c« rn per acre removes from the soil 
7.5 pounds of nitrogen, 14 pounds ol 
phosphorous and 14 pounds of p o tas­ 
sium, in the g rain and shuck. 
The 
sfeover from this crop removes 
36 
p, unds of nitrogen, 4 1-2 pounds ot 
hosphorous and 39 pounds of potas- 
-ium practically all of which is lost 
entirely when 
the 
corn stalks are 


burned. 
It is a w asteful practice for 
the 
farm er to dispose of his old stalks 
in such a m anner. 
It is rank 
ex­ 
trav ag an ce and those farm ers 
who 
f How such methods cannot have 
in 
mind a building up of their soil fe r­ 
tility. 
T hey cannot have in mind a 
th* ught to w ard s cutting down 
their 


expenses. 
Stalks, 
if 
cut 
early enough and 
turned u n d er will rot thoroughly. The 
xcuse o r supposition 
th a t 
turning 
..he stalks under will not rot 
them, 
thus leaving them to interfere 
with 
the ¡».anting and cultivating of 
the 
ft .fie wing crop is erroneous. 
Some of 
the larger stalks should be cut much 
earlier th an is the common practice 
but if this is done they will decom­ 
pose sufficiently so that they will not 
interfer with th e next crop. 
Do not 
throw your money away. 
5ou 
are 
doing this if you burn your stalks.

Sine« David hid from Saul in the 
Cave of Adullam 
and probably 
ex- 
1 eticHng back to tihe misty eras 
when 
our prognathous ancestors found th»* 
earth’s subcfll&rs the safest places of 
j fuge from the numerous cares that 
irxfeBted 
their 
days -.subterranean 
caverns have been invested 
in 
the 
popular imagination with the hu.'S of 
legendary mystery and romance. Civ- 
pn a hole in a hillside leading into a 
dim 
smoke 
blackened 
rock roofed 
chamber and most anything in 
the 
way of adventure might have happen­ 
ed there. 
In the credulous fancies of 
the y -ung and the old of its neigh- 
borhood it bscomes 
a 
place around 
which weird 
traditions 
cluster, 
of 
ghosts and bandits and such things. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mis­ 
souri’s noted ‘knights of the brush’, 
Jesse and Frank James, were more 
familiar with good hotels and 
city 
Residences than they were with holes 
in the ground, numerous caves 
are 
still pointed out as the former haunts 
of the bandits, and the same 
thing 
is true of California’s ‘Black B a rt’ 
pud Oklahoma’s ‘Dalton Boys.’ VV. 11, 
the caves were there for them to use, 
rent free, and with the most approv­ 
ed banditti accommodations, and 
if 
th y overlooked them, that is no fault 
of the legend makers or the lovers of 
¿•amantic cavelore. 
But there is 
at 
least on<‘ famous 
cave 
in ArrUrica 
that 
the historians 
have 
got 
the 
go *ls «>n 
a cave that became 
the 
rendezvous ami the shelter 
of river 
pirates, robber bands, counterfeiters 
and men whose trade was murder, in 
the days when the West was a real 
wilderness and 
even 
roadside inns 
were scarce, to say nothing of hotels, 
jtnd, as Rogue Riderbood would have 
said, “ th 
cave is there yet for any­ 
one t > see”. 
Th«- cave rt ferred to is situated 


on the northern bank of the lower 
Ohio Riv<.«r and has lx*en known from 
Revolutionary dayis 
from which 
its 
gruesome 
history 
dates - as 
the 
"Cave-in-Rock”. 
It 
is 
in 
Hardin 
County, Illinois, about twenty miles 
below Shawneetown and about 
the 
sank? distance above Golconda. With­ 
in a mile and a half of the cave there 
tow is a little village named Cave-in- 
Roek, and about two and a half miles 
below the cavern is Fords 
Ferry, a 
place closely linked with the m yster­ 
ies of the cave and its tragic record 
of dark and bloody deeds. 
The huge 
opening of the cave still looks out on 
the Ohio River like an ominous eye, 
silent and mysterious, 
tl is a large 
and dark tunnel-like opening extend­ 
ing into a gray limestone bluff, ju t­ 
ting above the river like aminiature 
Gibraltar, commanding a long 
and 
picturesque view for miles up 
and 
down the rivvr banks. 
Sphinx-like in 
its appearance and fascinated by the 
legends which a sight of it invariab­ 
ly evokes. The mouth of the Cave-in-

rendezvous of river pirates who prey­

pivor, of outlwed murderers degner- 
ated into savagry, and of notroious 
highwaymen who rode 
the Wilder­ 
ness Road and the old Natchez Trace, 
as Dick Turpin and Jack Sheppard, 
jn days of yore, rode tb. Dover Road 
and H >unsk>w Heath. 
In a sincere effort 
to disentangle 


the 
mass 
of 
legend and romantic 
tradition that became 
intermingled 
with the pioneer history of Kentucky 
and Tennessee and the bordering riv­ 
er states radiating 
from 
CaW-in- 
Rock, 
a Kentucky 
writer, Otto 
A. 
Rothert, 
has 
recently 
produced a 
book, “The Outlaws of Cave-in-Rock” 
(published by the 
A rthur 
H. Oiurk 
o< mpany, 
Cleveland), 
which is 
of 
fascinating 
interest. 
Dealing 
with 


the authentic story of Cave-in-Rock 
and the notorious lawbreakers 
who 
made the cave th« ir headquarters at 
one time or another, it also presents 
a phase of pioneer life in the middle 
West that has been 
long forgotten 
and paints a harrowing picture 
of 
the dangers and 
terrors 
that con­ 
fronted the men and women who ven­ 
tured into the 
unknown 
wilderness 
where 
every 
man 
was a law unto 
h i ni sel f. 
In prehistoric 
days 
Cave-in-Rock 


was undoubtedly inhabited by thfe ab­ 
origines— perhaps* 
by 
the 
Mound 
Builders, 
There are remains of sev­ 
eral Indian mounds in close proximity 
t » th.- cave and the stone image 
of 
an idol, resembling the Mayan sculp­ 
ture, was once disinterred near 
the 
mouth of the cave, indicating 
that 
the cave might at on»e time have been 
.used as a temple. Historic references 
to th cave begin ais far back as 1766 
and moat of the early travelers down 
the Ohio made note of it.

was a Tory who fought under

British flag at King’s Mountain and 
after the war Big and Littfle Harpe 
p'unged into the wilderness, nursing 
a hatred, it is said, for the Ameri­ 
cans.

criminals instincts—they killed 
for 
the mere lust of killing.

ied by their three women the Harpes 
for years roamed through Tennessee 
and Kentucky waylaying their 
vic­ 
tims, 
robbing, 
burning and killing.

elers were killed from the shore, but 
one was saved for an exhibition 
of 
sheer fiendishness 
characteristic 
of 
the Harpes. 
The captive was strip­ 
ped, tied to a blindfolded horse and 
the animal was ltd to the top of the 
bluff over the cave. 
By wild shouts 
the horse was forced to leap over the 
cliff, animal and man meeting a ter- 
nb'e death on the rocky >h >rris 
at 
the base of the cliff a hundred 
feet 
below 
But the widespread 
nets 
of 
vengeance* finailly closed in on 
the 
bloody Harpes. 
They were driven 
from the cave, captured and taken to 
Kentucky for trial. 
They broke jail 
and took to the» wilderness again. 
A 
trail of fresh murders marked 
the 
path 
of 
their flight. 
At last the 
whole country became aroused 
and 
pursuing bands were everywhere or­ 
ganized. 
The cha»e after the Harpes 
is a classic of 
Kentucky 
lore. 
Big 
Harpe was firjaly shot down, his head 
cut off as a trophy and his decapita­ 
ted body left to the w<* ves in 
the 
wrick) 
of Muhlenburg 
County. 
The 
head was conveyed to the cross roads 
near Rob. rt son Is 
Lick 
and 
there 
placed in the forks of a tree where 
for years it remained a n votingob- 
ject of horror to 
passing travelers. 
Little Harpe, for the time being 
es­ 
caped. 
Of a different stripe but no less no­ 
torious as an outlaw of many crimes, 
was Sam Mason, the “Jesse Jam es” 
of years of the eighteenth and early 
years of the nineteenth centuries In 
the pioneer history of 
the 
Middle 
West Mason stands out a.- one of the 
shrewdest and most re-ourceful 
of 
highwaymen 
The Harpes 
killed to 
gratify a lust for cruelty Mason rob­ 
bed along the highways and the riv­ 
er solely for loot, killing only when 
'absolutely necessary’. 
Mason was a 
most striking and interesting figurv. 
Ho had been a fighting soldier in the 
American Revolution, and a man 
of 
good family 
and 
some 
education. 
How ho turned to the trade of high­ 
wayman is an unsolved mystery, but 
he made a reputation in the 
busi­ 
ness th at extended throughout 
the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 
He or­ 
ganized a desperate gang of outlaws 
whose headquarters for a long time 
were on Diamond Island, in th. Ohio 
River, a short distance from Hender­ 
son, Ky. 
Here many 
of 
the early 
pioneers going down the Ohio in flat- 
boats became the victims of the Ma­ 
son gang. 
Along about 1797 Mason transfer­ 


red his base of operations to Cave-in- 


Rock and specialized for a time as a 


river pirate. 
The cave had an 
a t­ 


traction for travelers and was not at 


that time w'idely known as a robber’s 
roast. 
Mason changed his name to 
Wilson when he took up his resident* * 
in the cave and in order to divert su­ 
spicion he converted the cave into an 
inn ami he and his famiy fitted it up 
as a place of entertainment for voy­ 
agers down th.? river. 
He displayed 
a sign ‘Wilson’s Liquor Vault 
and 
House of Eentertainment’, and a cen­ 
tury ago Cave-in-Rock resounded 
to 
many scenes of drunken, boisterous 
hilarity, the preludes to robbery 
and 
often to murder. Later Mason desert ■ 
ed the cave and began 
to 
operate 
with his gang along the great N at­ 
chez Trace where the rich proceeds of 
the river 
radv* 
were 
the tempting 
prizes. 
He was finally caputred 
at 
New Madrid, Mo., then Spanish terri­ 
tory, with another member of his 
band, know by various 
alliases, but 
who turned out to be the missing Lit­ 
tle Harpe. 
Ma&on made his escape 
whkle being carried down the Missis­ 
sippi to Natchez, and Harpe, togeth­ 
er with another member of the gang, 
May, also got away from their Span­ 
ish captors. 
The governor of Missis­ 
sippi, like a later Missouri governor 
in a modern instance, offered a 
re­ 
ward for Mason, dead or alive. Harpe 
and May proved to be “Ford Broth­ 
ers” of that day. 
They trailed Ma­ 
son, slew him from behind wilth 
a 
tomahawk, 
cut 
off 
his 
head and 
brought it into a count, like a waif 
scalp, to claim the reward. 
While in 
the courtroom they were 
recgnized 
as he perpetrators of a recent rob­ 
bery on the Natchez Trace and 
a r­ 
rested. 
Later one of them was iden­ 
tified as Ijittle Harpe ami both were 
hung in ‘Gallows field' a place of ex­ 
ecution near Greenville, Miss. 
Two notorious 
counterfeiters 
of 
post-revolutionary days were associ­ 
ated with 
the 
Cave-in-Rock as 
a 
base of counterfeiting operations and 


a haven of retuge. One of these was 
known as “ Duff th. Coiner”, the oth­ 
er was Phillip Alston, a picturesque 
figure whose exploits furnished 
ma­ 
tt rial for several romances. 
Nancy 
Hustofl Banks, in her novel, “ Round 
Anvil R i k”, presents Alston as 
a 
“mysterious gentleman 
who, 
altho’ 
gi mn ally trusted by the community, 
was regarded by some with suspicion 
I»» cause of his frequent absences and 
j ever replenished supply 
of imported 
cloths, laces and jewJiry”. 
His fre­ 
quent absences were, it seems, the 
occasions of his visits 
to 
the cave 
where he operated his coining plant. 
H - f ’ooded the counry with spurious 
Blot y. 
He was noted for his gen­ 
tle manly manners and elegant dress 
and the freedom wiht Which he spent 
his money. 
Final1 y, banished 
from 
his native country by <t.he growing 
suspicions of his neighbors and gov- 
ermrn nt officials, he fled to oLuisiana 
territory 
where 
he 
made friends 
among the Spanish and French set­ 
t e r s 
Alston lived a double life— he 
was the Jekyll-Hyde of the Cave-in- 
Rock country. 
He looms large in the 
gossip and romance 
of 
the 
latter 
, art of th 
eighteenth century 
and 
arly part of the nineteenth century. 
* He comes dow n to us”, says our au­ 
thor, “as handsome in person 
and 
grand in manner, with an air 
of 
chivalry towards women o~d of mys­ 
tery towards men. 
He was the ‘Raf- 
At s’ of pioneer days and one of the 
romance heroes of Cave-in-Rock”. 
Another desperado who utilized the 
Cave in his operations 
was 
James 
Ford, fr m whom 
Fords 
Ferry,

hort distance from the cave, 
was 
named. 
He lived 
about 
two mil» > 
above Cave-in-Rock on the Kentucky 
side. 
He ran a riverside inn and was 
always surrounded with a gang 
of 
desp< rate 
men, 
highwaymen 
and 
murderers, who concealed themselves 
in the Cave and preyed 
upon 
the 
flatboats and emigrants coming down 
the river. 
Ford was kiLled in a feud 
light. 
Long a fte r the pioneer 
out­ 
laws whose names are most promi- 
nttnly associated 
with 
this sinister 
cavern had passed from 
the scene, 
Cave-in-Rock continued to Cxtend re­ 
fuge to men upon whom the ban of 
the law had been placed and its evil 
reputation clung to it as late as 1830.

Success With Clover 
Depends on Factors 


Make Simple Test to Deter­ 
mine Needs of Soil. 


(Prepare*! by the United S ta t e s D epartm ent 
of A gr i c u l t u r e ) 
A successful stand of red clover de­ 
pends on a number of factors, the ab­ 
sence of any one of which may seri­ 
ously affect the crop. A simple test to 
determine the needs of the soli on the 
farm or in the field where It Is desired 
to grow clover may he made by setting 
aside n small plat of ground in the 
field for experimental purposes ami 
trying different treatm ents of the soil 
as regards lime, fertilizers, etc. 
An arrangem ent of a scries of eight 
plats for such a test is suggested by 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. The strip of land to he used 
for the test should he as near repre­ 
sentative of the field as is possible to 
determine from superficial observation. 
Divide it into eight plats of equal size. 
I*eave the first plat untreated for a 
check on the treated plats. 
On the 
second spread lime alone, on the third 
lime and 
phosphate, on 
the fourth 
lime and^rnunure, on the fifth manure 
alone, on the sixth manure and phos­ 
phate, on the seventh phosphate alone, 
and leave the eighth untreated for an­ 
other check. 
By this arrangem ent all the lime and 
all of the manure can he applied to the 
experimental plat in one continuous 
area. 
The phosphate alone must he 
applied to separate areus, and phos­ 
phate is the easiest to apply. 
A ton 
of ground limestone and 250 to 300 
pounds of 16 per cent acid phosphate 
per acre Is suggested unless the land 
Is known to he very poor in lime, when 
two tons of ground limestone may be 
applied. 
In this outline no potash has 
been suggested. 
Potash plats can he 
Inserted If desired, but over most of 
the clover area scarcity of phosphate 
is much more common than scarcity of 
potash, and by following the outline 
suggested here the farm er is likely to 
tind which fertilizer is best to use. 
This outline illustrates the principle 
of definite experimentation and can he 
varied to suit the kind of information 
wanted. 


Says Engine 
Need i 
jhistles 
Be Improved 
Right Materials to 
Reduce Potato Scab 


A whistle is only a whistle, but even 
u w hittle is susceptible to improve­ 
ment. 
Locomotive vliistles in particu­ 
lar are open to criticism, according to 
Prof. A rthur L. Foley of Indiana uni­ 
versity, says the New York World. 
Professor Foley is head of the physics 
departm ent and also of the W aterman 
Institute for Scientific Research at the 
university. 
Professor Foley’s objection to the 
present type of locomotive whistle is 
twofold. It criticizes both the tone and 
the position. 
His suggestion for im­ 
provements are based on discoveries 
made during a series of researches 
into sound intensity and cost of opera­ 
tion of many types of whistle. 
The 
article continues a s follows: 
The popular “chime” whistle, with 
its comparatively low-pitched notes, he 
maintains, is only about one-sixth us 
effective a warning as would be a high- 
pitched single note. 
As for the position, Professor Foley 
contends that it’s all wrong. 
The or­ 
dinary whistle has in front of it the 
smokestack, 
bell, 
steam 
dome 
and 
electric generator, not to speak of a 
blanket of hot gases. 
The result is that Its sound is broad­ 
cast to the sides of the track instead 
of directly ahead where it is desired. 
By altering the position and changing 
the note many lives could be saved. 
Another factor against the chime 
type of whistle is its cost. 
According 
to Professor 
Foley's calculations It 
takes 2,434,026 tons of coal per year 
to utter the toots of the nation's en­ 
gines. 
The adoption of a shrill, single-tom* 
whistle would effect, according to his 
figures, an annual saving in railroad 
coal hills of approximately $5,000,000.

In view of the great tendency of 
scab to appear when the soli Is alka­ 
line, Dr, W. H. Martin, specialistist In 
potato diseases at the New Jersey 
State College ot Agriculture, suggest* 
that the potato grower exercise cau­ 
tion in the use of alkaline material* 
such as lime and nitrate of soda. 
Potato scab lias long been the caus* 
of serious losses to the potato grow­ 
ers of the state. 
Although this dis­ 
ease was less severe than usual dur­ 
ing the past season, few fields were 
observed to be entirely free from it. 
Many fields were ob sei\ed where as 
much as 90 per cent of the crop wa* 
so scabby as to be unsalable. 
It is 
recognized that scab is usually most 
severe on an alkaline soil and that as 
the soil acidity is increased the se­ 
verity of the scab attack decreases. 
One instance was noticed recently 
by the potato specialis“, where all of 
the nitrogen In a complete fertilizer 
was derived from nitrate of soda, with 
the result that a large portion of the 
crop was so »cabby as to be unsalable. 
On this sam e farm on land where sul 
phate of ammonia was used as a source 
of nitrogen, a considertble reduction 
in scab was observed. 
The influence of ammonium sulphate 
and nitrate of soda in the development 
of scab is shown by the results of a 
test conducted 
in 
1921. 
Where all 
nitrate of soda was used only 20 per 
cent of the crop was clean, as com­ 
pared with 42 per cent where sulphate 
of ammonia was used 
In view* of 
these results the potato grower can 
well afford to give serious consider­ 
ation to the question of source of 
nitrogen in his potato fertilizer and 
avoid the use of largo amounts of 
nitrate of soda where scabby potatoes 
have been grown in the past.

Control of Com Rot Is 
Aided by Crop Rotation 


“Good seed, good soil and careful 
culture are required to meet the prob­ 
lem of corn rot,” thinks M. T. Myers, 
who has been making a careful inves­ 
tigation of the corn-rot situation in 
Ohio. 
Root rot und ear rot are caused by 
different 
organisms, 
he finds. 
The 
rot th a t attacks the roots comes from 
u spore that stays in the field trom 
year to year. 
It winters over in stalks 
and other crop debris left in the fields, 
particularly fields that are low in fer­ 
tility. 
Rotation of crops, thorough 
tillage and fertilizer are the most im­ 
portant weapons with which to fight 
tiiis dlsesase, Myers finds.

Observing Arbor 
Day Is Big Event 


(Prepared by the United States D epartm ent 
of Agriculture.) 
Arbor day has become associated all 
over the United .States with patriotic 
and esthetic as well as economic Ideas. 
It Is at once a means of doing prac­ 
tical good to the community and an 
Incentive to civic betterment, says the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The planting of tree* by school 
children Is usually accompanied by 
ceremonies intended both to Impress 
ujton those present the beauty of trees 
and their effect In Improving the ap­ 
pearance of school grounds, streets, 
parks and highways and to lead them 
to a realization of the value of com­ 
munity national foresight 
Time of Observance Varies. 
The time of observance of Arbor day 
varies greatly In different states and 
countries, being determined somewhat 
by the climatic conditions. 
Sometimes 
a day which is already a holiday Is 
selected, as in Alabama and Texas, 
where Washington's birthday has been 
chosen. 
In many states of the Union 
It is combined with "bird day.” 
In 
general the date Is early in the year 
in the South and Is set further along 
toward summer In the more northern 
states, beginning In February and end­ 
ing In May. 
More than half the states 
have enacted a law for the observance 
of that day. 
Planting of trees on Arbor day can 
provide a 
direct economic resource 
only In comparatively treeless regions 
or where windbreaks and timber and 
fuel for the home and neighborhood 
use are needed 
Forest plantations, 
whose chief purpose Is the raising of 
timber for commercial use or the pro­ 
tection 
of 
watersheds 
upon 
which 
cities and towns depend for their wa­ 
ter supply, must he left to foresters. 
However, yearly 
plantings accompa­ 
nied by appropriate exercises serve to 
keep the people continually reminded 
of the value and necessity of the work 
of the foresters, and they have such a 
far-reaching effect on the community 
spirit, and through that on economic 
and social betterment, thst no commu­ 
nity can afford to neglect Arbor day. 
Teach Important Lesson. 
An even more important lesson—the 
damage done to our natural parks and 
woods by the thoughtless and selfish 
vandal—may be taught through a Ju­ 
dicious observance of the day. 
What 
fire Is to the forest, this marauder is 
to the community park and woodlands 
In the destruction of ornamental trees 
and shrubs. 
The national and state 
governments are using every possible 
means to educate the public In the care 
of the forest, whose relation to the 
welfare of man is becoming more and 
better understood with every passing 
year of education and co-operation. 


Keeping Silo Doors in 
Place While Emptying 
A large percentage of farm silos 
have removable doors. 
As they are 
taken out when feeding the silage they 
are sometimes dropped to the bottom 
and put in the burn or piled some­ 
where for safe keeping. 
As the doors are taken out I find It 
far better to stick the top door un­ 
der the eaves somewhere and then as 
each door comes out slip It In the open­ 
ing above, says an Ohio writer in Suc­ 
cessful Farming. 
When the silo is 
empty, the doors are all In place. This 
helps to hold the empty silo rigid while 
It Is empty. 
Empty silos are the ones 
affected by heavy winds. In filling the 
silo the replacing is reversed so that 
when the top Is reached the last door 
is under the roof just where you want 
it. 
This saves a lot of bother during 
filling, as many fanners fasten each 
door on a rope and haul It up the 
chute as the silo tills up. 
Tramping 
silage keeps It lots more than pulling 
doors.

The strip of land to he used 
for the test should be as near repre­ 
sentative of the field as Is possible to 
determine front superficial observation. 
Dix hie it Into eight plats of equal size. 
I<eave the first plat untreated for a 
check on the treated ¡»hits. 
On the 
Second spread lime alone, on the third 
lime and phosphate, on the fourth 
lime and ^manure, on the fifth manure 
alone, on the sixth manure and phos­ 
phate, on the seventh phosphate alone, 
and leave the eighth untreated for an­ 
other check. 
By this arrangement nil the lime and 
all of the manure can he applied to the 
experimental plat in one continuous 
area. 
The phosphate alone must he 
applied to separate areus, and phos­ 
phate Is the easiest to apply.

The result Is that Its sound Is broad­ 
cast ft» the sides of the track Instead 
of directly ahead where It is desired. 
By altering the position and changing 
the note many lives could be saved. 
Another factor against the chime 
type of whistle is Its cost. 
According 
to Professor Foley’s calculations It 
takes 2,434,026 ton* of coal per year 
to utter the toots of the nation's en­ 
gines. 
The adoption of a shrill, slngle-tone 
whistle would effect, according to his 
figures, an annual saving in railroad 
coal hills of approximately $5,000,000.

Right Materials to 
Reduce Potato S cab 


Disease Has Been Cause of 
Serious Losses. 


In view of the great tendency of 
acub to appear when the soil Is alka­ 
line, Dr. W. II. Martin, speclullstist In 
potato diseases at the New Jersey 
State College oT Agriculture, suggests 
that the potato grower exercise cau­ 
tion in the use of alkaline materials 
such a* lime and nitrate of soda. 
Potato scab has long been the cause 
of serious losses to the potato grow­ 
ers of the state. 
Although this dl^ 
«aso was lesa severe tliuu usual dur­ 
ing the past season, few fields were 
observed to be entirely free from It. 
Many fields were ohseixed where as 
much as 90 per cent of the crop waa 
so scabby as to be unsalable. 
It is 
recognized that »cab Is usually roost 
severe on an alkaline soil and that as 
the soli acidity Is Increased the « 
verity of the scab attack decreases. 
One Instance was noticed recently 
by the potato apeclalia^ where all of 
the nitrogen in a complete fertilizer 
was derived from nitrate of soda, with 
the result that a large portion of the 
crop was so scabby as to be unsalable. 
On this same farm on land where sul­ 
phate of ammonia was used as a source 
of nitrogen, a considerable reduction 
In scub was observed. 
The influence of ammonium sulphate 
and nitrate of soda in the development 
of scab is shown by the results of a 
test couducted in 
1921. 
Where all 
nitrate of soda xvas used only 20 per 
cent of the crop was clean, as com­ 
pared with 42 per cent where sulphate 
of ammonia xvas used 
In view of 
these results the potato grower can 
well afford to give serious consider­ 
ation to the question of source of 
nitrogen In his potato fertilizer and 
avoid the use of largo «mounts of 
nitrate of soda where scabby potatoes 
have been grown In the p»at.

Fertilizer Safe to Use 
on Land Not Fertilized 
The safe use of fertilizer la not in 
continued applications of it to suc­ 
ceeding crops, but in occasional use 
and always on land not fertilized the 
year before. 
While one application 
Increases the yield and quality of 
grain, the continued use of fertiliser 
is to exhaust the land and lose In the 
end more than we gain. Fertilizer Is 
not a royal road to success, nor la It 
a substance for crop rotation or barn­ 
yard manure. 
The chief benefit In its use on corn- 
boit soils Is in the start it gives crops 
and consequent root system developed, 
enabling winter wheat to withstand a 
severe winter with nominal loss. The 
necessity of late sowing U avoid Hes­ 
sian fly Infestation gives wheat a late 
start. 
Where fertility is short, the 
plant has little root growth before 
frost checks growth entirely for the 
season. 
Fertilizer fits in in snch a 
case, but not in continued use on the 
same land and crop.

Day Is Bjjg Event 


Associated 'With Patriotic 
and Esthetic as Well as 
Economic Ideas.

Arbor day has become «“««»dared Hll 
over the United States with patriotic 
and esthetic us well us economic Ideus. 
It Is at once a means of doing prac­ 
tical good to the community and an 
Incentive to civic betterment, «ays the 
United States I>epartrnent of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The planting of tree« by school 
children 
la usually accompanied by 
ceremonies Intended both to Im press 
upon those present the beauty of trees 
and their effect In Improving the ap­ 
pearance of school grounds, streets, 
parks and highways and to lead them 
to a realization of the value of com­ 
munity national foresight 
Time of Observance Varies. 
The time of observance of Arbor day 
varies greatly In different s t a t e s and 
countries, being determined ««»mewhat 
by the clim atic con«lltlons 
Sometimes 
a day which Is already a holiday is 
selected, as In Alabama and Texas, 
where W ashington’s birthday has been 
chosen. 
In many states of the Union 
It is combined with "bird day.” 
In 
general the date Is early in th»* year 
In tfie South and Is set further along 
toward summer In the m o re northern 
states, beginning In February and end­ 
ing in May. 
More than half the states 
have enacted a law for the observance 
of that day. 
Planting of trees on Arbor day ran 
provide 
a 
direct 
economic resource 
only In comparatively treeless regions 
or where windbreak** and timber and 
fuel for the home and neighborhood 
use are needed 
Forest plantations, 
whose chief purpose Is the raising of 
timber for commercial use or the pro­ 
tection 
of 
watersheds 
up«*n 
which 
cities and towns depen«! f««r their wa­ 
ter supply, must he left to foresters. 
However, yearly plantings accompa 
nled by appropriate exercises serve to 
keep the people continually reminded 
of the value and necessity of the work 
of the foresters, and they have such a 
fHr-reai’hlng effect on the community 
spirit, and through that on economic 
and social betterment, that no commu­ 
nity can afford to neglect Arbor «lay. 
Teach Important Lesson. 
An even more Important lesson -the 
damage done to our natural parks and 
woods by the thoughtless and selfish 
vandal—may be taught through a Ju­ 
dicious observance of the day. 
What 
fire Is to the forest, this marauder la 
to the community park and woodlands 
In the destruction of ornamental trees 
and shrubs. 
The national and state 
governments are using every possible 
means to educate the public In the care 
of the forest, whose relation to the 
welfare of man Is becoming more and 
better understood with every passing 
year of education and co-operation. 


Keeping Silo Doors in 
Place While Emptying 
A large percentage of farm silos 
have removable doors. 
As they are 
taken out when feeding the silage they 
are som etim es dropped to the bottom 
and put in the barn or plied some­ 
where for safe keeping. 
As the doors are taken out I find It 
far better to stick the top door un­ 
der the eaves somewhere and then as 
each door conies out slip It In the open 
ing above, says an Ohio writer In Suc­ 
cessful Farming. 
When the silo la 
empty, the doors are all In place. This 
helps to hold the empty silo rigid while 
It Is empty. 
Empty silos are the ones 
affected by heavy winds. 
In filling the 
silo the replacing Is reversed so that 
when the top Is reached the last door 
Is under the roof Just where you want 
It. 
This saves a lot of bother during 
filling, as many fanners fasten each 
door on a rope and haul It up the 
chute as the silo tills up. 
Tramping 
silage keeps It lots more thun pulling 
doors.
